The magnificent region on tho eastern
slopo of the Andesand wabered by the Amazon
and ita tributarios is, or until & very few yenrs
has been, almost a terra fneoynita, The ont-
side world absolntely knows less about it than
it does of the intefior of Africa, and yot the
advantages of this great country for the pur-
| poses of civilization are desoribod by all who
have visited il a8 far surpassiog anything that
he African continent offers, whils ita flora and
fauna present most sttractive fields for the
investigation of sclence. 'The work beforo us
is the resull of a scientific expedition to the
equntorial Andes and the river Amazon, which
was made during the years 18i7 and 1868, by
Professor Orfon and several companions,
under the nuspices of the Bmithsonian Insti-
tution. Professor Orlon has contributed the
smbstance of these pages in n series of papers
1o the New York Beening Post, The Ameri-
can Jowrnal of Kelence, and other publi-
ecations. 'They have been revised befors
being given to the public in their present
shape, and somo new matter has been added
o ronder the narrative complete. The author
has endeavored to give a popular description
of the interesting region traversed by his ex-
pedition, He hoas endeavored to present a
ondensed but faithful picture of the physical
aspact, the resources, and the inhabitants,
and this work will nndoubtedly do more than
almost any other that has preceded it to ex-
tend the popular knowledge of the great
regions of Equatorial South America. The
work is one of the most interesting books of
travel recently published, and it contains a
vast amount of valuable seientifie informa-
tion conveyed in a readable and practical
shape to suit the popular taste,

The “Captivi,” “Trinmmus,” and ‘“Ru-
dens” of Plautus, edited by C. 5, Harrington,
M. A., deserves to become popular as a Latin
text-book. The comedies of Plantus are not
only amusing in themselves, but they are
valuable to students of Latin style as show-
ing a phase in the development of the lan-
guage before it reached its perfection. The
three comedies included in (he work before
ns are among the most admirable perform-
8 ances of Plautus, and they will make an

agreeable variety in the list of Latin books
used in our schools and colleges, Sufficient
notes have been added to illustrate the text
and to stismulate the stndent to investigate for
himself, and especial attention has been given
to the explanation of the metres of Plantus.

“The Adventurea of Caleb Williams,” by
William Godwin, is one of the most powerful
and original works of fiction ever written.
1ts republication at this time is the only good
thing that has come out of the Byron scandal,
though exactly how or why this novel should
have any connection with Mrs, Stowe's nasty
story, it is not easy for any one but the pub-
lishers who expect to make money by the
operation to understand. The edition of this

» book “published by Harper & Brothers has a
life of Godwin and a criticism of his writings,
both of which have been reprinted without
any dates from some early copy of “*Caleb Wil-
liams," and any uninformed reader would
imagine from their perusal that Godwin was

' still living. This isa piece of carclessness

“ that ought to be corrected.

“Hirell,” by the author of “‘Abel Drake's
Wife," etc., is a novel of English life, of a
somewhat higher grade than most of the our-

' rent fiotion of the day. The story is inter-
esting of itself, and the characters are well
described; but the chief merit of the work is
its philosophical spirit, and its attempt to
illustrate, if not to golve some of the prob-
lems of life.
